London, June 4.— With the eap" 
ture of Frzemysl, aeeompNshed, tha 

Austro-Cerman armies achieved the 
main object of the great thrust they 
commenced against the Russians ifto 
western Galicia a month ago. 

They have yet to drive the Rus- 
sians farther back and establish 
themselves in easily defended posi- 
tions which will enable them to de- 
tach forces for operations against 
Italy and the allies in the west. 

Whether or not they accomplish 
this, the Teutonic allies have won a 
great victory and with a suddenneaa 
which overshadows all past opera- 
tions of the war. It was only ten 
weeks ago that I'r/.'.'iTiysl fell to the 
Russians, after a six months invest- 
ment, which was interrupted for n 
short time in November by an Aoa» 
trian advance. 

With the surrender ot the fortress 
there fell into the Russians hands, 
according to oiTlcial reports, 120,000 
Austrians and 600 guns and an im- 
mense amount of war material. 
Most of the forts, however, had been 
destroyed by the Austrians and this 
is considered In military circles here 
to account for the fact that the 
fortress succumbed so quickly to the 
Austro-Germaa attack. 

When the Rus5ian=! capture I Frze- 
mysl, they were pressing the Aus- 
trians across the Carpathian passes. 
Then on May 3, came the news of « 
great Austro-Germin drive I'nlc 
(ialicia. Advancing slowly but.^ure- 
ly and carrying l.OtW guns, the Tue- 
tons compelled the Russians to fall 
back until the Russian line ran to 
the right bank of the river San. 
Cros-inc the river, th j Austro-Cer- • 
man forces progressed to the north • 
and south of the fortress, and on 
Tuesday, Berlin announced that 
three forts to the north had b-r'f 
'stormed, while \'li.nn,-i --1:11 .j Tiiit 
the railway between Przemysl and 
Lembergwai commanded by Aua> 
trian guns. 

There still was hope in tha allied 
countries, however, that a Russian 

counter-''^ ti-:;vo would hold the in- 
vaders i-ii, i.i;t this proved unfound- 
ed, and t< .!:>>' the Russians had to 
give up the city which, earlier in tha 
war, had cost them so dearly to wflr.. 

Ther.' is no ostimate I'f liodfy eap- 
tureil bi.t it IS fairly ci rtain that the 
Russians, having lots of time, got 
away as many men and aa much ma- 
terial as possible and destroyed the 
guns and anHiuinition that remained. 

It is expecteil here that the victor* 
will endeavar to push on toLanabarc 
and even farther. 

Meanwhile the French continue 
their operations north of Arras, 
where it is declared they are slowly 
moving tha Germana out of strongly 
fortified positions. The British, on 
their part, have become more active 
in the regions of Vpres and LaBaaaa 
while the Italians eontinaa to report 
the capture of important poaitiona 
along their frontier. In this latter 
region, however, no news has yet 
been received of any big battle.

TREES THAT WILL BE MISSED 



Many Needed for Medicine Have Been 
Cut Down and Are Not Being 
ReplaiitiA. 

The woo dm ;ui!i ax has been clear- 
ing our forests so rapidly as to work 
great injury to the farming IntereBts 
of the (lamtry and to the wealtb of 
the iiaiii^n The trees so necessary 
to the retention of moisture for the 
soil and a supply for the rivers have 
l)f.^u ruthlesi^' i ui down. The trees 
troMi which medicine are derived 
are rapidly disappearing with the 
rest. The wild cherry, besides hav- 
ing the ax as an enemy, has been 
cut diiwn by the tluy teeth of insects. 
Its bark contains hydrocyanic acid, 
and is a popular tonic. The witch- 
hazel, known aa a remedy by the 
Indians, Is being destroyed. Tlio 
b;irk of the slippery elm tree Is won- 
derfully healing to wounds and in- 
fUiinmatlons. The butternut as a 
mild cathartic, tli(3 white ash as an 
astringent, the white pine and sprwt o 
for the resi)iratory organs, the taiiia- 
raeli, llie white willow and the bir( li 
as ti'iiics, and the other trees with 
heallh-glvlug properties are rapidly 
lading away.— The Christian Herald

There Is 
as much water In a farmer's note 
drawing eight or ten per cent Interest 
when other lines of Industry secure 
mom y for four or live per cent per 
annum, as there Is iu a business pay- 
ing a reasonable compentatlou upon 
the faco value of securities repre- 
senting an investment of only tlfty 
cents on the dollar. The only dif- 
ference Is, the water Is In the Interest 
rate In one Instanoo SOd la tbO SOOOl^ 
ities in the other. 

The promoter ofttlmes takes chances

DEPENDENCE ON DIRT ROADS 



ThVf Arc sf Much Importane* to 
Farmar antf Art Cood Nina Months 
In V««r n Pmpthf G«r«4 Pvt. 

tm mwf 7%u* BiB»tciitka of the 
roada In tba country nuat b« dirt 
roada. It Is on thpia rosda that farm- 
eri for the most part so to churcb and 
go to school Th«y are much mora 
laportant than the greater hlghwara 
of travel In the country. We have a 
great demand for "good roads, " mean- 
ing bard-svfaced roada of soma aMrt. 
'Whether brick, macadam, gravel or 
ment; but we have Oome to a point 
now when It ahould be known to all 
men that atnce the advent of the auto- 
mobile no litneatone road la worth put- 
ting dowft. In the corn belt, about the 
only road material we have, outside 
of oar dirt roadsi la llmeatone. The 
hrlcli road la better In the end than 
macadam, becauae It will endure tlie 
Btrain of automobile travel. The ce- 
ment road Is yet in the experimental 
stage. The gravel road Is only pos- 
Bible where Rravcl Is near. Ilcnre the 
great majority of our farm folks jmist 
travel to ai.d iioni the cliun h aiiU 
school and m aii.y town over <Jirt 
roads. 

If the dirt road la first properly 
drained to take off the water that 
( omes In from below or from the side, 
if it Is properly graded iiii and there 
are good, permanent nilverta and 
bridgeH, and It Is then properly 
draftKed, the dirt road is good enough 
for nine months in the year, and long- 
er. If the above eondltions are com- 
plied with, it is Ijittt r during most of 
that time than any macadam or brick 
road that ever waa built

There Is no use drnri-irL- the road 
nntll It has been drairidl a!id rounded 
I'v ihf .'icrai.er. i ut a:ti r that ia 
dcue, the drag Is the best tool that 
can lie us» d. Our n adi rs who h;ivf> 
aulonitiblles often find duritin the BUin- 
nier a l ieec of dragged road thai Is a 
delight; and then they run onto a piece 
where the supervisors «vident1y had 
no gumption, a iiieoe of road that 
causes vexation of spirit if not inter- 
nal profanity every time the farmer 
ridi s over it. it is enough to uiaUe 
even a righteous man mad. 

One thing we want to remind you 
of — that the loiiK' r a road has been 
dragged, the better it becomes. We 
have never claimed that you could 
jBike a perfect dragged road inside of 
''SlAit six years of proper dragging; 
but dragging Improves It from the 
8tart.and in time the clay of the road 
bscomes almost like brick, but at the 
same time smooth and elaatic; and if 
the road be oval and wall draiaed, it 
la an ideal road. 

Our farmers who do aet want to 
take their wlvea and families over 
humpety, bumpety roads, sad make 
them dUgustod svcry time thsy go to 
church or to towa, shooM see to it

Then there will be no trouble except 
saow.
